The title of this lesson is some- 


what misleading. We associate the 
word "feast" with joyous celebra-

tion and indulgence, rather 
than 


with thoughts of solemnity and holi- 
ness. Some of the Jewish feasts, 
like the Feast of Tabernacles; were 
occasions 
of great festivity. But 
the primary thought and observ- 
ance In the Jewish feast was that 
of holiness, of emphasizing con- 
secrated memories, and of deep- 
ening in the people the religious 
sense of God's presence and God's 
guidance. Whether in joyous cele- 
bration, in the reverential devo- 
tion as in the Feast of the Pass- 
over, or in somber reflection as 
on the Day of Atonement, sacred- 
ness was of the very essence of the 
establishment 
and observance of 
the Jewish feasts. 


The religious connection is still 
suggested in our word "holiday," 
which has come to have little, 
if any, association with holiness. 
But holidays were formerly holy 
days, when the life of the people, 
both among the Jews 
and 
in 


Christian communities, 
centered 
more 
completely 
around tem- 


ple, synagogue 
or 
church.

The story is said to be confined 


to Ihe years following thc begin- 
ning of the war in Europe —years 
in which Hopkins acted as confi- 
dant and personal representative 
of the laic president, sharing with 
him the confidence of war leaders 
of all nations.

which Hopkins was the implcmen- 
lor of much of the Rosevelt econ- 
omy, Ihe publishers said.

In one large clinic, one out of 


every 20 patients suffering with 
chronic disease of the joints had 
gout. 
This disease probably is 


more prevalent than most people 
realize. 


The first attack of gout usually 
starts suddenly, last three to' 10 
days, and then disappears 
com- 
pletely. It may affect 
affect 
a 


toe, foot, ankle, knee, wrist Or 
other joint. Atlacks develop while 
the patient is asleep. Pain .increa- 
ses in intensity until it becomes 
so severe that even the weight 
of the bed clothes cannot be toler- 
ated. Toward morning the 
pain 
eases and the patient falls asleep. 


When 
the physician 
inspects 
;lhe affected joint, 
il is sore and 
tender. 
The skin is purplish red 


and the veins are distended. 
As 
the swelling disappears, the skin: 
peels and itches. 


A second attack of gout follows 


in about a year or longer. It is 
similar lo Ihe first, except it may 
be more severe. Sooner or later, 
/the disease increases in severity, 
atlacks 
occur 
more oflen, 
and 


many joinls are affected, but the 
patient still does not have any. 
joint trouble between altacks. 


After 
many 
years of acute 


seizures, 
chronic gouty arthritis 


may develop with involvement .of 
many joinls, swollen hands and 
feel, and deposils of urales in the 
tissues. Those who develop gouty 
atlacks lale in life seldom have 
gouly arlhrilis.

In one large clinic, one out of 


every 20 patients suffering with 
chronic disease of the joints had 
gout. 
This disease probably is 


more prevalent than most people 
realize. 


The first attack of gout usually 
starts suddenly, last three to' 10 
days, and then disappears 
com- 
pletely. It may affect 
affect 
a 


toe, foot, ankle, knee, wrist Or 
other joint. Atlacks develop while 
the patient is asleep. Pain .increa- 
ses in intensity until it becomes 
so severe that even the weight 
of the bed clothes cannot be toler- 
ated. Toward morning the 
pain 
eases and the patient falls asleep. 


When 
the physician 
inspects 
;lhe affected joint, 
il is sore and 
tender. 
The skin is purplish red 


and the veins are distended. 
As 
the swelling disappears, the skin: 
peels and itches. 


A second attack of gout follows 


in about a year or longer. It is 
similar lo Ihe first, except it may 
be more severe. Sooner or later, 
/the disease increases in severity, 
atlacks 
occur 
more oflen, 
and 


many joinls are affected, but the 
patient still does not have any. 
joint trouble between altacks. 


After 
many 
years of acute 


seizures, 
chronic gouty arthritis 


may develop with involvement .of 
many joinls, swollen hands and 
feel, and deposils of urales in the 
tissues. Those who develop gouty 
atlacks lale in life seldom have 
gouly arlhrilis.

New Trails 
Granted on 
Rape Charge 


Little Rock, Feb .4 — (£•)— The 


Arkansas Supreme Court, in 
its 


second 4-3 decision in two weeks, 
today reversed a death sentence 
assessed Monroe West, 32-year-old 
Crittenden county farmer, 
on 
a 


rape charge and directed he 
be 


given a new trial. 


The court ruled that admission 


of a written report from the state 
hospital regarding West's 
sanity 


was improperly admitted at the 
trial. 


"This was in error, because x x 


such proceeding violated the pro- 
vision of out constitution (article 
2, sec. 10) guaranteeing the. 
ac- 


cused the right to be confronted 
by witnesses against him and the 
privilege to cross examine them," 
the opinion by Associate 
Justice 


R. W. Robins declared. 


"The evidence offered to show in 


sanity x x x was somewhat mea- 
ger, but it cannot be held that it 
was insufficient to make an issue 
as to the menial condition of the 
appeallant."
